The good v oters of this nation, the intelligent v oters who can be de­ 


pended upon to v ote in the interests of human justice, are in the majority. 
If ev ery man and woman who has a right to v ote would exercise that right, 
think what a wonderful gov ernment we would hav e and think what ideal 
laws would be written upon the statute book s. 
But they won t do it. 
1 he 
percentage of v oting is larger with the element who are selfish and who do 
not want the best men and the best laws than it is with the other class. The 
better class of men and women must surely realize this, but still th**> dodge 
the duty they owe their fellows, and stay away from the polls in large 
numbers, no matter how important the question may be.How can the fault 


be remedied? 
The plea of patriotism does not seem to reach home. It has been work ed 


for years without appreciable results. 
One suggestion we hav e heard seems to be a good one and about the 


only feasible one, if, in fact, it is feasible. 
That is, compulsory v oting. We 
believ e there should be a penalty for the failure of any legal v oter, who has 
not good reasons, to cast his ballot. Disenfranchisement for a period might 
serv e, although it is doubtful if ev en that would awak en some men to their 
responsibilities. 
Men who do not care to tak e the trouble to v ote might 
not be disturbed at the prospect of losing the right, though they ought to. 
But something should be done, if it is possible under the constitution to do 
it, that would mak e ev ery citizen v ote at ev ery election, unless good reason 


for not doing so can be giv en. 
Without the v ote of all the people, the v er­ 
dict of an election is not necessarily the true 
sentiment of the 
majority, 
and it is not always fair to the people who want things right to hav e 
wrong thrust upon them by the minority, all because a portion of the people 
who really believ e in the right are too indifferent or selfish or near-sighted 


to come to the polls and v ote.

STREET CLEANER AND FLUSHED. 
The need of a street flusher will be felt in Dixon this summer and 
a 
rotary brush, for cleaning the streets, would be v ery adv antageous. One of 
the uses to which a brush could be put to great adv antage is preparing the 
macadam streets for oil. 
If we are going to oil streets in Dixon it is quite 
necessary that they first hav e the dust and loose dirt remov ed from them. 
When oil is applied to a street that has sev eral inches of loose dirt on top, 
that dirt absorbs the oil and most of it is washed away with the first good 
rain. 
If the top dirt could be first remov ed, the oil would go directly into 
the street itself and would mak e a much smoother, harder and more satis­ 
factory street.

would cost the county to support it 
in an institution for a sing le y ear. 


N ow C a re F o r f, . TOO. 
.lust now more than 1,300 child­ 
ren are under the watchful ey e of 
the society and none can be neg lect­ 
ed. 
In addition

100 
babies whose mothers are 
unmar- 
rlend or abandoned, but are fully of

Panama, April 18 .— Much 
oppo­ 
sition to the wag e scale of skilled 
labor on the canal has arisen since 
the new wag e scale was promulg ated 
in conformity with an ex ecutive or­ 
der issued by President Wilson on 
Feburuary 2, to become operative on 
April 1, when the permanent g overn­ 
ment of the Panam a Canal went iin- 
effect.-------- 
The skilled workers have been in 
cornunication with the parent unions 
in the United States with the result 
that the metal trades departm ent of 
the American Federation of Labor 
has instructed the unions on the Is­ 
thm us to immediately beg in the for­ 
mation. of a Metal Trades Council 
in Panama. 
Several meeting s 
al­ 
ready have been held. 
at 
which 
strong opposition to any wag e re­ 
duction was voted. 
Under the terms of the Adamson 
act, establishing the permanent g ov­ 
ernm ent of the Panama ('anal it is 
provided that no one on the canal 
force shall be more than 2 5 per cent 
in ex cess of the averag e wag e for 
similiar work in the United States. 
In conformity with this 
provision, 
Col. Georg e W. Goethals, g overnor 
of the Panama Canal, issued a cir­ 
cular establishing a new wag e scale. 
This provided for considerable re­ 
ductions all along the line. 
It is understood that Col. Goethals 
pdrsonnfily favors the continuation 
of the present wag e scale until the 
period of construction shall 
have 
ended. 
If this is done the 
reduc­ 
tions will become effective g radu­ 
ally and not until after the construc­ 
tion of the canal has been fully com­ 
pleted. 
W anted to Strike. 
The various labor union 
repre­ 
sented on the Isthmus, it is under­ 
stood, have 
comunicated or 
will 
communicate with their parent o r­ 
g anizations. with the view of 
ob­ 
taining strike sanction. 
It is not the 
immediate intcntiun, according ; 
to 
labor leaders here to make use of 
the strike weapon to force the con­ 
tinuation of the present scale, but 
only in an emerg ency of 
spch 
a 
character, to make its use a ncces- 


ity . 
It is not anticipated that any op­ 
position to the new wag e scale will 
come from the numerous clerks and 
other unorg anized employ es on the 
canal force. 
As y et no active op­ 
position has appeared among them, 
althoug h it is said that many of 
them contemplate resig ning and re­ 
turning tothe States 
and 
seeking 
other employ ment. 
This class 
of 
employ es in any event will 
suffer 
considerable shrinkag e throug h the 
g ardual reduction of the force made 
necessary by the completion of con­ 
struction work. 
Many Unemployed. 
A serious problem also confronts 
the autrorities of the Canal 
Zone 
and Republic of Panama, ix 'cause of 
the increasing number 
of 
unem­ 
ploy ed men. 
Within the last y ear many thous­ 
ands of unskilled can ail warkers have 
been thrown upon 
their own 
re­ 
sources. because there was no work 
for them. 
In almost every case they 
have saved no money for a rainy 
day . The result has been an increas­ 
ing amount of lawlessness running 
partioualarly into the line of petty 
burg laries. 
For unskilled labor there is now 
absolutely no demand, either on the 
Isthmus, the outlay ing provinces of 
the republic, or the neig hboring re­ 
publics of Central and South Amo. 
rica. 
The proposed g overnment rail 
way in the Province of Chiriq ue is 
ex pected 
to 
aford some relief, but 
the hope of its early .start is not at 
all brig ht here. 
There is Httle or no construction 
w($rk sin prog ress. 
Public 
work, 
with th e ex ception of the National 
Ex position, practically is at a stand­ 
still. 
On the Zone the roads are be­ 
ing constructed by the prisoners in 
the penitentiary . 
This 
also is 
the 
case in the Panama Republic. 
Both Panam a City and Colon, the 
two most Important cities

the 
Panam a Republic are filled with Idle 
neg roes who are looked upn as more 
or less of a menace by the two police 
forces.
